TALLINN, Estonia, Oct 5 ——I am writing these lines i in what can be terms: 
ed Maidanek Number Two with the charred skeletons of men, women and chil- 


dren visible from my window. At my side is a group of people from among the | 


85 survivors of the 3,000 
men, women and children 
who were shot and burnt 
on Sept. 19 when the Ger- 
mans retreated in-~ panic 
from Tallinn. This, the sec- 
ond extermination camp I 
have seen within a month, 
is located at Klooga, 21 
miles west of Tallinn. 

Camp Klooga’s inmates 
consisted of Jewish. men, 
women and‘ children, 1,500. 
in all, who until Sept. I9 
were sole survivors of the 
70,000 Jews slaightered in 
the Vilna ghetto. 

The camp dates from 
Sept. 19, 1943. Daily work 
began at 5:30 a. m. and con- 
tinued with an hour’s break 
until 7 p. m. It consisted of 
mixing concrete for cement 
blocks and in preparing 
timber in the sawmills. 


RUN BY SS AND 
TODT MEN 


The camp was run joint- 
ly by the SS troons and the 
Todt organization. The 
camp commandant was 
hauptsturm fuehrer, Hans 
Aumeier. His assistant was 
hauptsturm fuehrer Bren- 
neisen. Next on the list is 
ober sharfuehrer Bock fol- 
lowed by untershar fuehrer 
Verle and Gehnt, and Sch- 
warze, Willibahr and finally 
Dr. Bodman. | 

Three women overseers 
were in charge of female in- 
mates, two of whom were 
Inge Weizmann and. Aggi 
Gastern. None of the sur- 
vivers could remember the 
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third shewolf, as they 
dubbed the representatives 
of German womanhood.

‘ oo Philadelphia transportation was paralyzed last 

August by a strike over promotion of Negroes, it 
appeared that no greater disgrace was possible. That was ° 

~ wrong. A silk-stocking grand jury, dominated by partisan 

Republican thinking and hatred of organized labor, has 

just compounded the disgrace and saddled the city with 

new and unbelievable shame. 

That grand jury had a responsible task. The-nation 
and its fighting men abroad awaited thorough-going in- 
vestigation of the anti-American forces that plotted this 
strike and carried it through. 

But the grand jury kicked its responsibilities aside. 
Its presentment is an affront to America. Philadelphia 
first and the country in general should protest this out- 
rageous document and demand that new and- serious, 
effective steps be taken to bring the guilty to justice.

TWO-STORY FIGHT 


.T FIRST glance there is a dis-~ 


crepancy in: the dispatches from 
Gen. Patton’s front: some say we hold 
Fort Driant while other dispatches 
speak of fierce German resistance in 
the Fort. The: truth of. the matter is 
that both are correct: there is a two- 
story fight going on in Fort Driant. 
Our troops hold. the surface structures 
and the Germans hold the underground 
tunnels and chambers. and fight. back 


- from trap-doors and pits. Our engineers 


are burning ‘out the enemy with flam- 
ing crude oil. 

The American First Army continues 
to grind ahead between Aachen and 
Geilenkirchen. The operation appears 
to be proceeding successfully and would 
appear even more successful if unofficial 
war dispatches did not-steal its thunder 
by blowing their horns too much and 
too soon. 

The British Second Army is advanc- 
ing both east and west of Nijmegen. 
The westward advance threatens to 
pocket the German troops by cutting 
the Utrecht corridor, while the eastward 
push revives the original’ threat to the 
northern flank of the Siegfried Line. 
The British salient appears now to have 
been made quite safe. 

Other Allied troops (Canadians and 
Poles) are attacking Dunkirk and the 
flooded islands of the Schelde estuary, 
blazing a lane into liberated Antwerp, 
which is reported almost completely 
intact. ' 

German broadcasts and military com- 
mentaries are preparing the public for 
the collapse of the Siegfried Line.

Bhp: the impact of the relentless 

drive of the Red Army in Yugo- 
slavia where Soviet troops have linked

be abandoning Greece and: the die 
islands. At last reports Allied troops 
had landed in Greece and had already 
captured (or occupied) the airfield: at 
Patras. This would mean that the enemy 
has already abandoned the Pelopetnesus 
and will fight but a delaying action at 
the Corinthian Canal. 

The German collapse in the Balkans 
is in full swing. 

Marshal Malinovsky’s troops, having 
soined up with Tito’s men who had obvi- 
Ously crossed” the Nish-Belgrade rail- 
road and cut it, at least ‘temporarily, 
are advancing on Belgrade, and. yester- 
day were only 14 miles from the capital 
city. However, it must be remembered 
that the complicated operation of. forc- 
ing the Danube must be carried through 
before Belgrade is liberated. Therefore, 
talk about Belgrade’s possible capture 
“within a matter of hours” might be a 
little over-optimistic. On Belgrade’s 
side of the Danube, Soviet troops in 
Brestovac are still some 90 miles from 
the capital of Yugoslavia. 

The intensification of the activities of 


Soviet scouts on the Narev and in the 
-Mariampole area looks like a harbinger 


of an imminent resumption of the of- 
fensive against East Prussia.
